WE Division hm raised the question of the legality of 
paying the cost of storage of furniture and liouaehold and personal 
effeets Of certain enployeee assigned to permanent duty stations 
in i i . The problem Ms arisen in regard to a number of

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2 « The WE Division points out that if we aw unable to pay 
storage costs in oases where ergployees have been transferred for 
the convenience of the Agency, an inequ itable si tuation exists, 

from the United 
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If these employees had been assigned to 
States, they would have known that storage costs could not be 
paid and would have shipped their furniture at Government expense 
or stored it, knowing that the eost of storage would be a personal 
expense. In the cases at issue, however, the employees were 
transferred from the united States to an emergency area and were 
allowed to ship only a limited amoun t of hou sehold and personal 
effects. After being transferred to I ~L they had no need 25 X 1 A 6 b 

to have the furniture shipped there from the United States for 
1 *e remainder of their tours. It is noted that shipment, which 
would be at Government aaqpanse, involves costs far in excess of 
the eost of storage. 

3. The State Department evidently recognised a similar 
problem several years ago and through their Annual Appropriations 
Act, since fiscal 1954, have had authority to pay storage costs 
when an employee is assigned to a post w at which he is unable to use"
